Two days later bonds representing $19,000, 
which he had taken away with him, were re- 
turned to the Arkansas City bank, but Kim- 
mel was not seen again by townspeople until 
two weeks ago, when he was identified in the 
insane asylum. 


Search for Man Lasts Yoars. 

Detectives of the Pinkerton agency, in 
previous years and after his disappearance, 
had sought Kimmel at the request of his sis- 
ter, and circulars and photographs of him 
were sent broadcast. For weeka no intima- 
tion that he had been derelict im his accounts 
was made, but the detectives learned much 
of the hitherto unrevealed phase of his char- 
acter. 

For months prior to the disappearafice of 
Kimmel, officials of the Pacific Expressecom- 
pany Were apprised of.a conspiracy to de- 
fraud the company fn its offices in Kansas 
City, Topeka. and Arkansas City. Con- 
fronted with the proofs of the affair Andrew 
Hunt, agent of the company in Arkan 
City, confessed, and named Agents Betchel 
and Sudborough of the company as his as- 
sistants. To Kimmel, eashier of the town 
bank, he said, the stolen money, secured 
through forged drafts and orders, had been 
given for safekeeping: 

Although trusted by Hunt, the * high roli- 
ing’ tendencies of Kimmel had caused him 
to betray his confederate and dispose of 
much of the money. . Although the man 
could not be connected directly with the 
conspiracy, Supt.. Chapin of the Pinkerton 
agency by threats compelied him to dis- 
gorge $10,000, The trial of the men, in which 
Betchel and Sudborough later were acquit- 
ted and Hunt released on.his own recdgni- 
gance, Was approaching, and the name ofthe 
cashier seemed likely to be made prominent. 


Disappears from Town. 

The $10,000 restored probably was taken 
from the bank, which failed later, so, fear- 
ing exposure, Kimmel decided to flee. He is 
known to have tried to sell the township 
bonds. but he arrived in Topeka on Satur- 
day after banking hours. His actions aroused 
suspicion,.ana he accordingly returned the 
bonds. He remained at Topeka for twenty- 
four hours, in the meantime securing $600 
by a draft on his own bank. Then he disap- 
peared. 

In March of that year—1808—IKiminel had 
secured three policies in the New York Life 
company, naming his sister, Edna K. Kim- 
mel, as beneficiary. Two of the policies were 
for $10,000, and one for $5,000, The premiums 
had been met promptly, and after the disap- 
pearance of the man his unele, Charles A. 
Johnson, continued to make the paynients. 


Suit for Insurance Started. 


Four years ago the Niles bank was wrecked 
through the manipulations of its president, 
C. A. Johnson, who was sentenced to a ten 
year term in the house of correction. The 
payment of the premiums was continued for 
two years longer by his sister, who had be- 
come Mrs. Bonslett. Then sult was filed for 
the payment of the claims in the Circuit court 
of St. Louis. 

Detectives were put on the case by the 
insurance. company, and evidence was se- 
cured that Kimmel had been seen months, 
and perhaps years, after his disappearance in 
the company of his banker relative. The 
search was continued through the western 
‘states and New York. 

Two months after the sentence of Johnson, 
Andrew White, a ragged and imbecile va- 
grant, was arrested by Buffalo policemen 
while trying to dispose of forged checks. 
The attempts at forgery were weak and 
childish and the man was apprehended easily. 

He was unable to give an account of him- 
self, and was sent to a Buffalo asylum, and 
later to the Matteawan institution. 


Find Man in Asylum. 

The investigations of the: insurance com- 
pany led them to the asylum; and Kimmel 
was recognized. The identification later was 
authenticated by the yvigit of former friends 
of the man. They were recognized by him 
and their presence seemed to havea stimulat- 
ing effect on his condition. 

Coincident with the locating of Kimmel, 
the insurance officials received intimation 
that the suits in St. Louis would be allowed 
to lapse. They do not believe the sister of 
Kimmel was a participant in the affair. 

At the home of Mrs. Bonslett, 1655 West 
Nineteenth street, her husband, who is an 
employé of a department store, professed 
ignorance of the details of the case. 

“ My wife is ill,” he said, “ and cannot be 
seen. The entiré matter isa painful one té us 
and one that I am not sufficiéntly acquainted 
with to discuss. I am not. certain the suits 
are pending, and if Mr. Kimmel has been 
found, of course they will be dismissed. We 
have not been informed of his discovery.”’

NEW CONVICT LABOR LAWIS 


TO BECOME EFFECTIVE SOON. 


It Will Permit 40 Per Cent of the Pen- 
itentiary Prisoners to Manufacture 
Marketable Goods. 


The agitation over the prison, labor law 
was revived yesterday, when Warden BE. J. 
Murphy of the Joliet penitentiary announced 
that the amendthent allowing 40 per cent of 
the prisoners to work on marketable goods 
would go into effect soon. 

“ Great has been done to the pris- 
oners and to the state by the act prohibiting 
prison labor,” said Warden Murphy. “The 
amendment enacted last winter will be put in 
force inside of thirty days, but we still have 
60 per cent of the prisoners to dispose of. 
We have tried to keep them qf@iet and happy 
by alternate shifts, but there is nothing 
more cruel than to send a man to prison and 
theri tell him to remain idle. 

“ The increase in insanity cases during the 
year has been from 15 to 256 per cent,’’ he 
added. “In sickness, especially cages of tu- 


berculosis, the increase has been at least 40 


per cent. The men have begged me to let 
them do something. The ‘lifers’ have been 
especially importunate,”’ 

Investigation. of the conditions which have 
obtained during. the experimental year have 


shown that out of the 1,458 men and the forty- 


two women in the prison but 250 have been at 
work on the average. 
The necessary work in keeping the prison 


clean and the manufacture of goods to be 
used in the other state institutions has fur- 


nished labor for only 250 of the 1,500 prisoners 


during the year. A foundry has been started 


for the manufacture of fron sides for school 
desks. It employs fifty-two men, 

Although $2,000 worth of beoks have been 
added recently to the library, the Mbrarians 
say there is not one book that has not been 
read. Nearly 75 per vent of the prisoners 
have taken up some course of private study. 
One other result, not so cheerful, is the esti- 
mated loss to the state of $300,000 for goods 
manufactured in Joliet. The amendment 
about to go into effect was passed through 
the efforts of Gov.

The excitement over the identity of the 


trotter Advancer, that walked off with a/ 


$5,000 purse at the Milwaukee meeting the 
other day, his money being held up on orders 
from Secretary Knight of the American Trot- 
ting association, has notin the least subsided, 
although it is now generally admitted that 
the horse is not Major Chew with a record of 
2:14, as at first charged. 

Bright and early yesterday morning I. N. 
Chase of Brandon, Vt., who entered Ad- 
vancer at Milwaukee ahd'claims to have bred 
the horse, appeared at the office of Secretary 
Knight and made affidavit that the animal 
was not trotting out of his class at Milwau- 
kee, In this affidavit Mr. Chase asserts that 
he bred the horse known as Advancer, his sire 
being Ormond, a son of Happy Medium, and 
his dam Estella R., by ‘Advance, a son of 
Onward. 

Mr. Chase avers thatthe horse's first start 
was made at Westport, N. Y., in September, 
1903,' ahd that he trotted at Port Henry, 
N. Y., the same month, In February, 1004, 


he was raced on the i¢e at Ottawa, Canada, | 


but not started again that season. 

This year A@vancer began operations at 
Nashua, He was protested there, the claim 
being made. that he was Major Chew. Mr, 
Chase asserts that the protest was fully met 
and the judges satisfied that the horse was 
all right, ‘as State Senator Whitney and BH. 
FE. Brownell, former Owner of the stallion 
Aleander, testified that they had known Ad- 
vancer since his colthood days. Mr. Chase, 
having made this statement under oath, puts 
the whole matter In a position where his 
statements can easily be verified or dis- 
proved. Secretary Knight yesterday got 
into telegraphic communication with the 
proper people in the east, and expects to hear 
from them tomorrow. 

In the meantime «dvancer is éntered tn 
another $5,000 purse—that for 2:21 trotters, 
to be run at the Libertyville meéting this 
week. Mr. Chase has been notified by the 
management of. the track that he will have 
to. show a clean bill for his horse before 
getting any part of the money, providing 
he wins it. ; 

People who have been looKing into the 
matter on théeir own hook say that this is 
not Mr. Chase’s first visit to the west. They 
also ask why a shrewd Yankee horseman 
would take a 2:10 trotter, eligible to tha 
2:21 trots, and start him late in the season, 
when by keeping him over until 1906 he 
could have named him in $30,000 worth of 
satkes and purses, with a moral certainty 
of winning most of them. 

Mr. Chase, in his conversation with Secre+ 
tary Knight, did not ariswer this argument. 

The owner said that when he found Ad- 
vancer to be capable of trotting three heats 
around 2:12, he resolved to campaign him, 
but on looking Into the matter of engage- 
ments found that pretty much everything 
in the east was closed, whereas there were 
some open purses in the west. He entered 
the horse at Mimneapolis, Milwaukee, and 
Libertyville, but did not show up at the Min- 
nesota cits. 

This, he says, was due to the fact that there 
was a county fair at Rochester, Vt., and that 
the pressure on him to start the horse there 
was such that he passed up the big purse at 
Minneapolis for that purpose, then shipping 
to Milwaukee. Mr. Chase says he has a 350 / 
acre farm raising 4 good deal of hay, and 
that he can be vouched for by the best people 
where he lives. 

In the meantime the Milwaukee money is 
tied up, and the $5,000 purse at Libertyville 
will be chained to the wall until Mr. Chase 
satisfies all hands that the story he tells 
is the truth, and particularly that Advancer 
ts really eligible to the 2:21 class.

TO STOP NATURALIZATION FRAUDS. 

The committee appdinted ‘many months 
ago by President Roosevelt to scrutinize our 
naturalization laws will soon make two.im- 
portant recommendations directed against 
naturalization frauds—namely : (1) That the 
right to issue naturalization papers be con- 
fined to the federal courts; and (2) that a 


| Dugeau of naturalization be created in the | 


department of commerc¢ and labor, which 
shall keep an immigration register, from 
which the duration of an immigrant’s resi- 
dence may be verified. _ 

{t is strange that the country should have 
waited for more than a century for these 
proposals, and should have done so despite 
the naturalization frauds that have been 
a scandalous feature of our political elec- 
tions. These frauds, based on false swear- 
ing as to duration of residence and other 
facts, have been managed by political heel- 
ers, and sometimes with the connivance of 
local judges. It need hardly be said that 
such tricking of the fundamental laws relat- 
ing to citizenship and the suffrage de- 
bauches the parties to it quite as much as it 
menaces electoral integrity. To placenat- 
uralization entirely in the hands of the fed- 
eral courts would withdraw it fromthe in- 
fluence of local polities. The plan, too, of 
keeping an accurate record of immigration 
and requiring naturalization papers to be 
verified therefrom would stop a large part 
of the frauds in question, It would not only 
increase publicity respecting the whole mat- 
ter but it would clothe newly acquired citi- 
zenship with additional meaning if it could 
be conferred in some more public and con- 
spicuous manner than at present and with 
some duly a sari and interesting cere- 
mony. 

When the réeruits ate sworn into the 
Prussian army once a year they are gath- 
ered in the square before the royal palace 
in Berlin. The event is made the subject 
of a great demonstration, and the emperor 
himeelf. administers the oath. When the 
sons of other lands are sworn in as citizens 
of the United States they are taken, singly 
or in squads, by some political heeler to a 
“dingy. courtroom.” There they may. be 
hustled in noisy relays before the jndge, 
they are asked a few hurried questions, 
they hold up their right hands, they assent 
to the oath mechanically rattled off by the 
clerk—and they hustle out again. 

It'is easy to conceive naturalization day 
—or, evening—as an annual or semi-annual 
occasion on which all persons desiring to 
become citizens, and who previously had filed 
the requisite papers and pagsed the requi- 
site tests, should assemble in some spacious 
auditorium, there to take in a body the 
solemn oath investing them with the sif- 
frage and the full rights of American citi- 
zens. Their names would appear in the 
program, their friends would be gathered 
in the galleries, and music, and banners, and 
appropriate addresses would clothe the new 
rights with meaning and sentiment. It 
would ‘all cultivate a wholesome sort-of pa- 
triotism. ‘The impressions of “ naturaliza- 
tion day ” would certainly mmke for fewer 
naturalization frauds and a better body

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CHURCH AND CLERGY. 


The Rev. Charles E. Betticher has resigned 
the rectorship of the Church of Our Savior, 
Camden, N. J. 

Between twelve and fifteen churches a 
day, or between 4,000 and 5,000 a year, are 
built In this country.

[Phillips Brooks (Boston, Dee. 18, 1835—Jan. 23. 
1898) was more-than the bishop of the Episcopal 
diocese of Massachusetts; he was the bishop of 
the whole American people.

Perhaps admiration of 
the author’s personality has not a little to do with 
the popularity of this poem. It was written for 
the use of Trinity Sunday school, about 1880, and 
sent out anonymousty.

Though evidently intended as a Christmas 
hymn; it is used at other times, and may be count- 
ed as one of the few new hymns that have taken 
their place along with the old ones. It is already 
found in all the standard collections of church 
hymns, ‘as well as in many of those of less per-

Perhaps he is 
not in the least less efficient in trying to average $120,000 a year from his 
practice, but at the same time one -would wish he hadn’t put the bald fact 
in this dress. As salve to the statement it becomes pleasant to recall that 


other type of man who has stood for the philosophy of “ not. having time to 


make money,” 
‘Surely if one profession over another should make its appeal for a true 


rising in the world the physician and: the surgeon would have the oppor- 
tunity. But surely the capacity to earn $120,000 in a year'is hot to be 
mensured by dollars and by the consequent ability of the surgeon to make 


the worldly showing belonging to his means. To be able to do this $120,-

For a young surgeon to so rise in the world that his skill and ‘meets 
edge force upon him a practice necessitating earnings of $10,000 a month 
must haye done his duty, It is only when, apparently forgetting the duty, - 
he, measyres his suecess by the money, that the sensibilities of the idealist 
is shocked. . He is less a surgeon fot the counting of his gains.--He is ess 
a surgeon’ in the highest sense because of his acknowledgment of these 
gains and undertaking the worldly position which such an income wouhl 
force upon him. The environment 6f: such an income is destructive to his 
time. It is racking to the nervous forces of one who has need of these 
forces for nobler things. It is a handicap to such a man’s best work in 
the world. He is not rising in the world in proportion as his income tn- 
creases by reason’ of his.own plans and self-interest. 

But in contrast to.a man in such a profession, men of' the Rockefeller, 
Carnegie, and Morgan types are “ rising” and will “rise” in proportion 
as they gain and conserve the’ wealth which they have spent life in’ seek- 
ing. Absolutely there is no social or personal duty forcing such men ‘as 
these to rise in the world, Wealth is the measure of their rise to prom- 
inence. ‘he mere possession of it.in the uncounted millions which they 
possess shows that they have succeeded, in one way or another, in gaining 
possession: of the stored wealth of the producers. No man ever made 
money in such sums.

Lowlander Taller than Mountaineer. 


However, there is often a difference between the moun- 
taineer and the lowlander, even when they belong to the 
same . the difference favoring the lowlanders.- Stature 
varies ‘ues with altitudés. This, Prof. Niceforo asserts, 
is undoubtedly a result of the relative poverty of mountainous 
regions. In the mountains the agricultura? class predomi- 
nates, neatly always living In hardship, the soil is less fer- 
tile, and the people are generally poorer than the lowlanders. 
And poverty, as has been demonstrated, retards development. 

Understanding that the ¢onditions of dally existence in- 
fluence the statire it is eesy to comprehend why the geog- 
raphy of the stature of a nation reflects the geology of the 
land which they inhabit. Stock breeders say that cattle 
raised on stony soil become large and strong in two genera- 
tions if deported to earthy soll. The same phenomenon holds 
for human life. On certain sils stature is relatively high, on 
other soils it is relatively low. 

The géologist finds arid and altuvial sols, the first, poor, 
even sterile, while the second favors abundant vegetation. 
Elaborately discriminating tables of statistics prepared by 
Prof. Niceforo show that the arid Boils not only dwarf vege- 
table growths, but produce stunted human beings. 

The reasons for this are not mysterious, but proceed from 
the basic cause that the poverty or the wealth of the soil must 
contribute crucibly to the destitution or riches of the inhabi- 
tants.

To offset against that he sold $14 worth 
of pelts, mostly mink, the next spring. al- 
though he made little pretenseof trapping. 

That next spring he improved the cabin;

beans, peas, some cucumbers,-of which he 
was fond, turnips, and potatoes, yet he used

He can get land—buying it outright for $5 
an acre—and in some tases the owners wil’ 
give him. the land if he will pay for the title 
transfers and keep up the taxes. This, of 
course, is in small patches and from people 
who. having cut the pine off, have little or 
no use for the land.

Afterward 
he went to Paris and became one of the most 
brilliant pupils of Wurtz. Early in his life 
he studied the properties of petroleum in the 
mines of Pennsylvania and the Caucasia, 

Generally speaking, it may be safely put 
that mastership in any of the sciences is 
usually won by the man whom birth has 
placed in an énvironment in every way con- 
ducive to the development of a scientific 
eareer. Seldom is it that a gentus, with 
neither angestry nor training to favor him, 
springs up to startle the world with a scien- 
tific discovery, as in literature or in other 
arts more closely allied to science.

The story of his weighing the earth, how- 
ever, happily camé early to light, if for no 
other reason than that the enterprise was 
prompted at least in part by the Rev, Joha 
Mitchell, one of the exceedingly few whos 
penetrated the inscrutable timidity. of this 
marvelous genius. . 

Mitchell’s idea for arriving at the density 
of the earth was by delicate torsion balance. 
This consisted of a light wooden arm sus- 
pended in a horizontal pesition by a slender 
wire forty inches, and haying a leaden ball 
about two inches in diameter hung at each ex- 
tremity. Two heavy spherical masses of 
metal were then brought near the balls so 
their attractions conspired in drawirg the 
arm aside. The deviation of the arm not- 
ed, and a force necessary to produce a given 
deviation of the arm was calculated from 
its time of vibration. Thus it was found 
what ipart of the metal of each ball was equal 
to the attraction of the mass of the metal 


placed near it.

One of his inspirations was to start a beet 
Sugar factory in Michigan. He selected a 
small town near Saginaw, which in-appear- 
ance challenged his pride as a promoter. I 
saw him. when his enterprise was in the 
preliminary stages of inducing the farmers to 
plant sugar beets and take the stock of his 
factory.

It was possible to stand fartheraway from 
the old fashioned trahsmitter' and speak 
through it because that was extremely “ mi- 
crophonic ’’; that is to Say, it would pick up 
every little sound that came ifs way. This 
excessiveness was one of the things that set 
the engineers at work !devising an improve- 
ment. The old type of{instrument not only 
took in the voice when it was not near but 
also gathered in many stray noises. Ifacoal 
wagon were passing through the street, or 
some one was walking across’ the room, or if 
there was machinery in operation nearby, the 
clatter, bang, and roar was all carried over 
the line along with the conversation, and as 
a result the listener sometimes could not 
distinguish one word from another. 

The carbon granules; in the transmitter 
must be loose, of course, in order to vary the 
current properly. , Therefore, if the telephone 


is held at a different angle from what is in- 


tended, they may-fall-Into avlittle heap at 
the side or bottom of the space in which they 
are confined, and there will be nothing at 
the top to repeat. in. electrical waves the vi- 
brations of the sound waves that strike 
there. 

Some persons have a ‘habit of ieting desk 
instruments in their hands and tilting back 
in their chairs while they are talking so 
that the transmitters are held with the 
mouthpieces almost downward. Then they 
wonder what the matter is when they cannot 
make themselves hearfi distinctly and impa- 
tlently call on repair men to come around 
and ‘‘see what alls the telephone anyway.” 
The transmitter is fixed on a pivot which al- 
lows it to be moved up and down within fixed 
limits, and so long as it does not go beyond 
these is all right, but like anything else it 
should be used as the inventor intended it 
to be used if it Is to work satisfactorily.

Quality of Voice Importent. 

The “ quality ” of a person’s voice makes 
much difference in how distinctly he or she 
may be heard over ithe telephone. What 
the essential qualities of a good telephone 
voice are even the’ “engineers cannot say ex- 
actly. Persons who aré easy to understand 
in conversation sometimes are quite diffi- 
cult to undérstand over the telephone, and 
‘the opposite is equally true. Apparently a 
woman's voice comes over the wire more 
clearly than a man’s, and the inference is 
that a man should pitch his voice a little 
higher than he ordinarily would. Certainly 
evéty one should speak distinctly, should 
avoid talking “‘in the throat” or “ through 
the nose,”” And should even make an effort to 
“eject” the voice from the mouth as elocu- 
tionists and lecturers do, ‘If you hear a tele- 
phone man talking by wire you ‘will notice 
that he drawis his words a little—not enough 
to make conversation noticeably. slow, but 
sufficiently so that one word is started on 
ite way before anogrer can tread on its heels. 
Clipping * werds,: which is sometimés done 
_under the impression that it gives them a 
sharper sound, is a mistake. 

Eyen for talking over considerable dis- 
tances the voice should be lowered in tele- 
phone conversation. In talking from New 


York to Chicago, for instance; the voice is 
heard best when it rises to about the pitch 
of a loud conversation. As the “ limit of 
transmission "* is approached, and that is 
about 1,600 miles just now, so: that the rule 


‘applies to anything over 1,800 miles—say, 


from New York to Kansas City—it 1s neces- 
sary to speak vigorously. The two men who 
converse.every morning between Boston and 
Omaha, which isthe longest regular call 
made day in and day out, come nearer shout- 
ing in the way that was required in the early 
days of the telephone than anybody else 
ought to with ‘the present persection of the

Art of Listening iy 

Listening at the telephone is, naturally, 
a simple enough proposition, though there are 
some pecullarities about that part of a long 
distance conversation.

It never Is & good idea to interfere withany 
‘mechanism that. you do not understarid. The 
telephoné instrument as it is put into your 
office or house is in perfect working order, 
and, barring accidents, will stay so for an 
indefinite time. The companies have had 
trouble repeatedly because some subscribers 
put all sorts of attachments upon the instru- 
ments—disinfectors, “‘ resonators,’’ impractl- 
cal devices for keeping before your eyes a 
list of numbers frequently called, and so on, 
They aré likely to do positive harm, as any 
one can realize after a moment's thought, 
and they should never be employed. Neither 
should the subscriber take apart the trans- 
mitter or receiver. If you think there is any- 
thing the matter with the ifstrument, ask 
the company to have it fixed; for that is why 
a large force of inspectors and repair men is 
employed. It is, however, a good practice 
to wipe dust out of the mouthpiece, using a 
damp cloth and taking care.not to deluge 
the instrument with water.

When You Are in a Hurry. 

All these matters, insignificant as they 
seem, play their part in satisfactory tele- 
phone seryice, butithere are other respects 
in ‘which the telephone user may as fre- 
quéntly help as hinder., The companjes are 
trying to establish a universal’ method of 
making and answering calls which will do 
much toward saving time. When ‘ Central” 
ts ‘asked’ for a number it is the almost unl- 
versal custom to give the name of The ex- 
change first and the number of the tele- 
phone you wish second., This/is the practice 
nearly everywhere in the west and in the 
majority of places in-the east, though {ft 
varies with different localities. 

In‘ citfes where ‘there are several central 
offices the calls from one district to another 
are ‘‘tfPunked,”’ as it is called. The girl 
who answers your call, if the message is to 
pass to another “central,” must ask a 
special operator there to assign a trunk line 
for your special use. This arrangement is 
made’ over one of a large group of “ order 
circuits,”” from which the ‘Operator: must 
select the particular one y require, The 
moment's difference that it makes if she has 
to. wait until you give the number before 
she knows which central office is wanted is 
one of those almost infinitesimal delays 
which, in the aggregate, mean purrs and 
days, and perhaps months, of time lost for 
several million subscribers each year. 

For the sake of accuracy itis always bet- 
ter to ‘spell out” a number. That is to 
say, instead‘of calling for ** Main, eleven for- 
ty-severn,’”’ you should tell *““ Central” that 
you wish ‘“ Main, one-one-four-seven,” or 
‘‘ Main,’ double one-four-seven,” which 
avoids any possibility of confusion In the 
sound of eleven and seven... For a similar 
reason telephone engineers have adopted 
the letter *‘o” as the name for the cipher.

.“ Hello’ Wastes Many Hours. 

If. some mathematician who had nothing 
better to do would figure gut how many 
years are lost every twelve months in the 
United States by people saying “ Hello” 
unnecessarily the sum would probably be 
startling. The companies dropped “ Hello ” 
from their vocabulary a number of years 
ago. The operator now gets down to busi- 
ness without any formality by inquiring sim- 
ply, “Number?” It is a waste of your time 
and of hers to go through the form of say- 
ing, *‘ Hello, Central! Give.me Main, two- 
fourteen.”" She, and the management, and 
every other subscriber who may be waiting 
while you are talking will thank yougsf you 
will say simply, “‘ Main, two-one-four.”’ 

The best way to answer the telephone when 
the bell rings is just to repeat your num- 
ber. Then, whoever is at the other end of 
the line knows whether he has the right 
number and will waste no-time (bout cor- 
‘rrecting the mistake if-he happ-@a to have 
made a wrong call. Briefly, the §ile should 
be to find out that you have the tight num- 
ber, then to ascertain to whe you are 
speaking, and finally to let eal now just 
who you are before you begin edivertation.

After a struggle he gained a hold on the 
crib. Guard Eckert reached his side by this 
time and assisted him to the shore, amid 
clamoring applause from the excursionists.

SKIRTS DROWN OLD FERRYMAN. 


Peculiar Costume of Valentine Fulbs, a 
Schuylkill Boatman, Responsible 
for Death When Boat Tips. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 16.—[Special. ]}—Val- 
entine Fulbs, an aged ferryman, known for 
many miles on the Schuylkill river on ac- 
count of his eccentricities, was drowned at 
Shawmut Thursday night by the overturn- 
ing of the boat that he had paddled there 
for a generation. 

Fulbs’ death was due partly to the fact that 
when his boat upset he was attired in wom- 
an’s clothing, thefpractice of wearing female 
garments being one of his many peculiarities. 
On account of it he was called “‘ Rosy Glen.’’ 

Fulbs was ferrying Peter De Gruff of Rad- 
nor across the river in his flat bottomed 
boat.

Fulbs and his wife settled In an old cabin 
in Shawmut thirty years ago. Fulbs, with 
his own hands, in a few years built a more 
substantial house, using broken bricks and 
sandstone as material. The queerly built 
structure attracted much attention.

PARK.BOARD TO CONTINUE 
DUST LAYING EXPERIMENTS. 
Solution of Compound ts Sprink! ed on 
Midway at Intervals of Several Days 
—Appears to Be Successful.

The experiments with a dust laying com- 
pound on the Midway have been so successful 
that they are to be continued by the south 
park commissioners. Supt. Foster of the 
park board said yesterday that a few horse- 
men have complained that there is a faint 
odor, and that the south drive fe slightly 
slippery, but no serious fault bas been found. 
The experiments will continue untfi the end 
of the sprinkling season. 

A liquid compound called westrumite, after 
its inventor, is placed in the water carried 
by an ordinary sprinkling cart, a 2 or 3 per 
cent solution being used. The street is then 
sprinkled at an interval of from six to eleven 
days, instead of eight or ten times a day, as 
is done with plain water. 

The advantages claimed for ft are that it 
lays the dust permanently, during the night 
as well as during the day; relieves the white 
giare of roads macadamised with limestone, 
binds the surface of the road togéther, pre- 
venting its being washed down by rains, and. 
on account of the infrequency of ite use, is no 
more expensive than sprinkling with water. 

“It should be understood,”’ said Lewis E. 
Myers, who has made an investigation of the 
compound, * that westrumite is not oll. Even 
if it containéd 50 per cent of oil, which it 
does not, the fact that only a 2 or 8 per cent 
solution of it is used would make the pro- 
pertion of oil used exceedingly smaill.’’ 


PUBLIC SENTIMENT BLAMED 
FOR DESERTIONS FROM ARMY. 


Col. Duggan Urges Formation of Prison 
Guards at Posts Where Many Gener- 
al Prisoners Are Confined. 


“ Desertions from the United States army 
will continue as jong as public sentimert 
favors the deserter,” is the opinion expressed 
In the annual report sent to Washington 
yesterday by Col. W. T. Duggan, commander 
of the department of the lakes. There were 
212 desertions in the department. 

“Prison guards should be organized at 
posts where large numbers of general pris- 
oners are confined,’’ the report continues. 
I recommend this measure only until the 
general military prison be reéstablished, and 
this cannot be done too quickly. “Lue asso- 
clation of young soldiers with general pris- 
oners, now more or less necessary, at posts, is 
most injurious to discipline. Besides this, 
the guardhouses are overcrowded at all the 
posts.”’ 

There were but forty-eight cases of alco- 
holism among the soldiers this year, com- 
pared with sixty-three cases and one death 
from the same cause last year. 

Three commissioned officers and 8305 en- 
listed men in the department were arraigned 
before courts martial, and 2867 were found 
guilty and dishonorably discharged from the 
army. 


DR. HAYNES’ FAREWELL TODAY. 


Baptist Minister to Preach Closing Ser- 
mon in Belden Avenue Church Be- 
fore Starting for Seattle. 


The Rev, Myron W. Haynes, who preaches 
his last sermon at ¢he Belden Avenue Baptist 
church today, will leave for Seattle, Wash., 
in the early part of the week with his wife, 
both holding round trip tickets to the Pa- 
cific coast, which Dr. Haynes bought In order 
to return to Chicago and answer any further 
charges that may be breught against him. 

Attorney McKenzie Cleland, who repre- 
sents Dr. Haynes, said yesterday that he had 
secured a number of affidavits from relatives 
of John Gray of Geneseo, Ill., which he will 
produce in case any charges are made, or 
any attempt is made further to embarrass 
his client 

Attorney Cleland says that the farewell 
dinner arranged for Dr. Haynes ‘by the 
Baptist ministers of Chicago was not given 
him at his own request. It has been said that 
the reason why the dinner was not given 
was because of some clergymen who refused 
to take partinit. This the attorney denies, 

Last Wednesday night, says Mr. Cleland, a 
committee of churchmen presented a resolu- 
tion to the congregation of the Belden Av- 
enue church, suggesting that Dr. Haynes be 
vindicated, and that the congregation then 
give him a call to resume his pastorate at the 
church. Dr. Haynes, he says, objected, de- 
claring that he was in honor bound to stand 
by his acceptance of the Seattle call. There- 
fore, no vote was taken.
